Eight months after ha had made 


hla escape from a convict gang with 
which he was working on a Etate high- 
way near Windsor. Vt., Carl Smith. 31. 
walked into police headquarters yes- 
terday morning and gav« himself up 
to Officer Browne!!, elating that he 
wa» unable to find work and wanted 
to return to the Vermont state peni- 
tentiary to finish th* 18 months sen- 
tence imposed upon him in that state 
for larceny in the fall of 1920. The 
.light of Smith was particularly pleas- 
ing to Officer Brownell for in Septem- 
ber, 
1920, he was assigned to locate 


tliu thieves who stole the Dpdge car of 
Charles Sanford from his garage on 
South Side and tracked the pair; one 
of whom was Smith, 
for nearly a 


month. The cat was recovered but 
Smith escaped the clutches of the lo- 
cal police. It was found later that he 
had bi-en sentenced to Jail in Vermont 


Smith is being held in the city pend- 


ng receipt of information from the 
Vermont penitentiary as to what ahull 
•e done with him. In all probability 
an olilcer will coma from Windsor to 
ako Smith back to serve out his sen- 
ence plus the extra months which will 
doubtless be added to his sentence be- 


e of his escape. Smith was ar- 


rested in White Itiver Junction, Ver- 
mont, in September, 1920, for grand 
arceny and was 
sentenced 
to 18 


nonths in the Vermont State peniton- 
lary at Windsor. 
He waa kept in 


close confinement for eight months, 
xnd was then made a trusty and as- 
sighed to work on a gang repairing 
a highway near the prison. With but 
ive months o£ his term yet to serve, 
Smith made a get-away one day, an 
easy thing to do as there was no guard 


ver him. 
His freedom evidently 


meant more to him than his honor 
and, slipping away fromr his fellow 
workers, he started on loot for White- 
hall, N. Y. Reaching there he hopped 
a freight and rode into Pennsylvania. 


That was in July, 1921, and since 


hat time Smith has been wandering 
bout from place to place, unable to 
ecure employment because he could 
i?lve no references and afraid to write 
or money to members of his family 
:or fear that his 
letters would be 


raced vand he be apprehended. Dis- 
couraged and sick at heart, he walk- 
ed into police headquarters here and 
gave himself up to the very man who 
18 months before had tried to run 
him down. 
It was on August 25, 1920, that the 


Dodge car of Charles Sanford was 
stolen from the garage on his farm 
on South Side. The car was traced 
as far as Glen Falls and there the 
rail was lost. Some' days after, word 
was received from Whitehall River 
Junction, Vt., that two men. who gave 
the names of Smith and Bollard, had 
been arrested there for larceny and 
.hat a car in their possession answer- 
ed the description of Mr. Sanford's. 
fhe latter went to Vermont and found 
hat the car was Indeed his. It. had 
been badly used and extensive repairs 
were necessary before the rightful 
owner could drive it home. 
It was 


thought at the time that the men 
would be returned to Delaware county 
!or trial on the charge against them 
there but the stiff eentencS given them 
by the Vermont authorities caused 
abandonment of that scheme.

the brew, containers, a number of 
empty bottles, bottle caps, eas stove, 
pipes, etc. There were flve two-ton 
truck loads.

FREQUENCY. 


Fraqaancy if a tern often used 


in electrical end radio work. Th« 
word means the number ot times 
a thing is dona in a unit length ot 
Urn*. Th« unit ot time may bo 
and frequently ia considered to 
be a second. 


Suppose that a cork floating 


upon the surface ot a pond of 
water la caused to bob up and 
down sixty times every second. 
The frequency of the up and down 
motion is sixty. Waves in the 
water spreading out In circles 
from a point where & stone was 
dropped could easily produce an 
up and down motion ot the cork. 
The cork also would bob up and 
down once for each wave hitting 
It So. if the frequency of the up 
and down motion Is sixty rises 
and falls per second, the frequen- 
cy ot the water waves must be 
sixty completes waves per second 
or at that rate. 


Now, suppose that waves are 


produced in the medium called 
"ether" by electric current In an 
antenna at a radio sending sta- 


tion. The frequency In this case 
is the uumtivi o* complete ether 
waves created per second. Ether 
waves are quite aimilar to water 
waves. There would not actually 
have to be sixty ether waves pro- 
duced because only thirty ot them. 
If produced in one-half of a sec- 
ond, would still make the frequen- 
cy at the rate of sixty in one 
second. 
If an electric current flows al- 


ternately in one direction, then 
the opposite In an electrical cir- 
cuit. It is called an alternating 
current. The number of times per 
second it flows In both directions 
Is the frequency. When it has 
flowed In one direction, reversed 
and flowed ID the opposite direc- 
tion, it has completed one cycle 
at the moment it starts to again 
reverse Its direction of flow. The 
frequency of an alternating cur- 
rent may then bo expressed In 
cycles per second. The frequency 
of the average alternating current 
used in house lighting is sixty 
cycles per second.

SHIELDED PLATES FOR PANELS. 


It often happens that after long 


hours of patient toll the maker ot 
his own cabinet radio receiver 
finds that every time he places 
his hand near to or removes It 
from a dial a whistling or howl- 
ing is caused. This is due to the 
capacity 
ot 
the 
body, 
which 


changes the capacity of the re- 
ceiver circuits. It la called body 
capacity effect and Is at times 
very annoying. Indeed. If tin or 
copper toll is carefully pasted on 
the back of the cabinet panel and 
connected to the ground binding 
post, the body capacity effects will 
usually be eliminated. It is often 
quite difficult for the constructor 
to do this, however, without run- 
ning the risk ot accidentally short 
circuiting some portion of his re- 
ceiver. 
To avoid troubles of this kind 


there has been placed upon tha 
market sheets of fiber veneer ot 
varying thicknesses, with a cop- 
per wire mesh imbedded directly 
under the back surface of each 
slieet. The copper mesh serves as 
a shield and is incorporated In the 
panel material Itself. The sheet 
stock can bo cut to size in the 
usual manner. 
When passing a metal shaft 


through a hole drilled In a panel 
of this material the shaft would 
touch the copper mesh at all times 
unless an Insulating bushing were 
used. The copper mesh screen is. 
ot course, grounded when the cab- 
inet is wired up. 
The fiber veneer Itself is an ex- 


cellent insulating material and 
most suitable for use In making 
panels for receiving sets. It takes 
a nice polish, and Its appearance 
can be made very pleasing, Indeed.
